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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Higuchi on November 4, 2005. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 9, "substrate;" has been changed to - substrate, the base portion 
being substantially wider than the coiled strip; --. 

In claim 40, line 1, "the cable" has been changed to - a cable and line 4, after 
"the cable", the followings have been inserted: - , the base portion being substantially 
wider than the coiled strip -. 

In claim 46, line 5, after "connects", the followings have been inserted: - , the 
base portion being substantially wider than the coiled strip — . 

In claim 47, line 7, after "substrate", the followings have been inserted: - , the 
base portion being substantially wider than the coiled strip portion --. 

In claim 48, line 3, "portion and a land portion" has been changed to -portion 
formed of an elongate strip, and a land portion -; line 4, "the land portion, the coiled 
portion" has been changed to - the land portion, the land portion being substantially 
wider than a width of the elongate strip, the coiled portion ~; and line 5, "thereaccross" 
has been changed to -across the land portion and the coiled portion -. 
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In claim 60, line 6, "single substrate" has been changed to - single substrate, 
said base portion being substantially wider than said elongate coiled strip --. 

In claim 61, line 3, "elongate coil, wherein" has been changed to -- elongate strip 
forming a coil, the base portion being substantially wider than a width of the elongate 
strip, wherein -; and line 4, "elongate coil portion" has been changed to -- the coil --. 

3. During a telephone interview between Examiner Le and Mr. Higuchi on 
November 4, 2005, the examiner indicated that the instant claimed invention would be 
better defined over Wagner if the instant claimed base portion were clearly indicated as 
being substantially wider than a width of the elongate strip. In Wagner, element 58, 
which was considered to be readable as a base portion, is not substantially wider than 
the width of elongate strip 46. In response, Mr. Higuchi agreed to such above proposal 
to be applied to all independent claims. It should further note that the expression "a 
width of the elongate strip" used in the above amendments is not to be construed as the 
width of the coil formed by the strip. On the other hand, in Liao, base member 51 is not 
readable as a flexible circuit board element nor a part of such.
